Applicant asserts on page 9 of the amendment that Hall fails to teach "shows its icons on a display being connected to other icons via 
links." 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with the allegation as argued. Examiner also notices that this limitation is not in the claim. Limitation 
from the specification can not be brought into the claim. Instead, Applicant discloses "disaplying, on a first dispay screen, one or more of 
the business level objects as connected links." Another words, there is at least one business level object displays as a connected link. 
This limitation is disclosed by Hall in at least FIG. 5. For example, FIG. 5 shows a plurality of icons as connected links, when a user 
selects one icon, it will automatically link to another icon on the next screen. 

Applicant further asserts on page 9 that Hall fails to teach "displaying, as connected links on a third display screen when one of the 
connected links on the second display screen is selected by a user, one or more of a lower level of application level objects that are 
correlated with the one or more of the application level objects displayed on the second display screen." 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with all the allegations as argued. Hall teaches these limitations in FIGs. 5-16. 

Examiner is entitled to give claim limitations their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification. See MPEP 21 1 1[R-1] 
Interpretation of Claims-Broadest Reasonable Interpretation. 
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
